In October 1947 the Grans Polizei Out was divided into two sections, a Northern 
and a Southern. The Northern Section extends from Schwedt (Q-31) to Frankfurt/ 
Oder; the Southern from Franks urtybder to For at (Ilei3se). The headquarters of 
the Southern Section, in Forst, is commanded by Polisei-Oberkommi soar Fiedler.
